, out in seeing to the release 
of the government records 
on the King case. 

Last week, the House of 
| Representatives introduced 
i House Joint Resolution 454, 
a joint House-Senate mea- 
sure for the government- 
wide release of the JFK 
files. The records of the 
House Select Committee on 
Assassinations make up the 
bulk of these files. However, 
the committee investigated 
the King case as well as the 
JFK case, and the King re- 
: cords are also included in 

! the committee’s material. 
Inexplicably, the King re- 


cords are not included in 
HJR454. •- 

The King files contain im- 
portant evidence in a case 
that experts consider solv- 
able. Contrary to popular 
rumor, the King files do not 
contain the FBI surveil- 
lance tapes of King, the re- 
lease of which some peoDle 
fear would scandalize the 
legacy of Dr. King 

The House sponsor of the 
bill is former assassinations 
committee chairman Rep. 
Louis Stokes, D-Ohio. Stokes 
told reporters he is not mov- 
ing to release the King files 
because there is no “public 
outcry.” If that’s what is re- 
quired to learn the truth 
about Dr. King’s murder, 
let’s do it — a simple 
amendment is all that is 
needed.
